unsigned, but was 
plainly in the hand of Auerbach. 
It 
is believed to have been indicted after 
the crazed man had slain his wife and 
daughters and made an unsuccessful 
attempt to force an entrance into the 
room of his son. 


Although the rifle was of a 44-cali­ 
ber and should have made a noiso 
that would awaken the entire house, 
no one in the building, not even the 
sou nor Lottie Schliet, a maid, who 
occupied rooms in'the apartment, had 
heard the shots. 


The bodies, each shot through the 
head, rested in their different beds. 
Apparently the three 
women 
were 
killed as they slept The two daughters 
occupied twin beds in a room adjoin­ 
ing that in which Auerbach and his 
wife slept. 


It is the theory of the police that 
the man arose after making sure that 
the family were asleep, and taking 
his rifle, slew his wife and then his 
daughters. 
From 
their room he is 
thought to have 
gone to his 
son’s 
room, only to be baffled by the locked 
door. Young Lester has been locking 
his door since a burglar scare started 
in that section of the city a few 
weeks ago, a precaution which saved 
his life. 


After satisfying himself that there 
was no way of entering the room 
without arousing the otter tenants of 
the house, the real estate man isy be­ 
lieved to haye made his way baclc to 
his own bed and ended his own life. 
Evidently he pulled the trigger in this 
final shot with a toe. 


Terrified by his discovery, the boy 
ran from the room of his parents to

glance at the two bodies told him the 
tale in its terrible entirety, and then, 
shouting at the top of his voice, he 
ran screaming down the stairs into 
the street.

General Cbregon Retakes Capital. 
Mcxico City is again in tho hands 
of the forces of General Carranza, 
who while acting as the provisional 
president of 
the 
government, was 
forced to leave Mexico City early in 
November under the threat of the ad­ 
vancing troops of Generals Villa and 
Zapata, who disagreed with his poli­ 
cies. 


The new authorities have re-estab­ 
lished order in the capital and a gen­ 
eral feeling of confidence prevails in 
tho city. 


It has boon 
established that the 
shooting which occurred in the main 
plaza, before the 
National 
Palace, 
when General Alvaro Obregon, at tho 
head of tho Carranza forces, reached 
that placo, was done by snipers, hid­ 
den on the roof of the cathedral. 


General Obregon said that the shots 
undoubtedly were directed at him and 
that it was an attempted assassina­ 
tion. The perpetrators have not been 
captured. Three soldiers were killed 
and a number wounded during the fir­ 
ing. 


All the saloons are closed as the re* 
suit of an order by the authorities, 
but the commercial houses and banka 
will resume business immediately. 


Late Thursday afternoon and in tho 
earl ycvening 20,000 additional Car» 
ranza 
troops, 
consisting of tlireo 
branches of arms, entered the capital 
and marched to the quarters selected 
for them by General Obregon. 


The Zapatista troops, who left the 
city on tho appearance of General 
Obregon and his forces, have retreat* 
ed to the southward. 


Fire In South Bethlehem. 


Caffrey’s hotel, at Third and New 
streets, in the heart of South Bethlo* 
hem, Pa., was badly damaged by firet 
whose origin is a mystery. 


Several stores in the building were 
damaged by fire and water. Tho build­ 
ing was saved, but tho contents are a 
total loss. 


Tho isfructure is near a whole block 
of wooden buildings. The South Beth­ 
lehem and the Bethlehem fire depart­ 
ments saved adjoining property aftei 
a hard fight. The loss to the Caffrey 
property, deducting insurance, will be 
about $25,000^ Owners of the burned 
stores will lose several thousand dol­ 
lars. 


Say King Albert Has Fled. 


The London (England) Express has 
printed the following dispatch from 
Amsterdam: “General von Blessing; 
German governor general of Belgium, 
has caused placards to be posted on 
the walls at Brussels that King Alberl 
had abandoned his army and fled to 
England. It isvreportcd that a numbe! 
of Belgians, believing the placard« 
committed suicide.”

LOCATE BULLET BY PHONE 


London Surgeons Have New Me 


of Discovering Presence of 


Foreign Body. 


London. — One 
of the romantic 


touches in modern surgery which the 
exigencies of the present vrar bave 
introduced is a method of detecting 
bullets aad fragments of shell-ia the 
human body by means of a telephone. 
This method is employed in special 
cases in one of the large London tos> 
pitals. 
. 
To a telephone receiver tvro short 


lengths, of wire are attached. Ono oJ 
these ends in a small piece of plati- 
num; 
this is placed upon any part oi 


the patient's skin which has been 
moistened with salt water. The other 
end of the wire terminates in a" thread 
of antiseptic silver, and this is fadund 
around the surgeon's probe or lancet 
or other instrument. The surgeon then 
places the receiver to his ear and 
makes the incision. 


The instant the instrument touches 


the bullet a very distinct rattle is 
heard, quite different from the faint 
murmur audible as the 
instrument 


merely cuts through the flesh, and in 
this way when X-rays fail, as they 
sometimes do, the foreiga substance 
is located.

is difficult to know where to start in 
relating my impressions. It seems as 
if for four days ! have sat in a huge 
moving picture theater and watched 
one film after another being reeled off, 
at the same time listening to an ex- 
tremely eloquent lecturer. 


Ho\v and why I was able to wander 


from 
village to trench, and 
from 


trench to village, or whatever is left 
of them, is a story which, perhaps, 
with many others, will be told later— 
after the war. They are a courteous, 
•open-hearted, hospitable lot, these Bel- 
gians, and anybody who seems to be 
English, either in appearance or ac- 
cent, can have anything they own 
"Ah, 
England," I hear from all sides, 


"why 
they have certainly stood by us 


Les Anglais sons, chic" ("chic" in this 
sense of the word refers to character, 
not to appearance). 


.The most interesting place in the 


line along the Yser these days has 
been the village of Styuvekenskerke. 
It lies on the left bank of the Yser. 
The main road from jDixmude to Per- 
vyse runs about half a mile to the 
west of it, and the railroad about an- 
other half mile farther. Both lines 
are held by the Belgians. On Tuesday 
morning some of our advanced patrols 
ventured close to the village, and not 
seeing any life there, went in. The 
Germans had retired to the other side 
of the river. Promptly the Tillage waa 
"retaken" by the Belgians. 
But of 


what use is a practically razed village 
anyhow? It would have taken a great 
number of extra men to guard It at 
night against surprise attacks, so the 
officer in charge retired at sunset into 
his own lines along the railroad. 


Enjoy Temporary Armistice. 


On Wednesday morning the Ger- 


mans were occupying the village again 
for the day, but this afternoon the 
Belgians might have had their tea 
there but for the sudden interruption 
of business of the only patisserie. The 
English sign, "Tea served at all hours," 
was still intact. We took it down, and 
and now it is heading the entrance 
to one of the sleeping trenches a mile 
back. At certain points around this 
village the advance lines are not fur- 
ther than 1,200 feet from each other, 
and I have seen soldiers on both sides 
walk about unconcerned without a 
shot being fired on either side. But 
In the distance, one hears from time 
to time the roar of the guns. 


My wanderings landed me near a 


lonely Belgian field gun, one, of the 
"75's," in the neighborhood of Per- 
vyse. I knew the officer in charge, 
and was promptly Invited to stay, and 
take pot luck, an invitation which, 
needless to say, I accepted. Somehow 
one seems to be always hungry, yet 
one eats more and oftener than at 
any other time. 
His underground 


dwelling had been made qui'te habit- 
able. He insisted that ! should take 
the "fauteuil" in the shape of the only 
soaphon present, while he balanced 
himself on a one-legged piano stool. 


Our meal was simple enough, but 


plentiful. 
Dry biscuits, sardines, ap- 


ples and cold coffee: 
Fires of any 


sort, either inside or outside, are strict- 
ly forbidden in the lines. A smoking 
chimney is asking for shrapnel. Quite 
an amusing incident took place here. 
The lieutenant told i_ie during lunch- 
eon that every time he fired a shot,' 
the Germans answered him in kind; if 
he sent a shrapnel, they promptly 
sent a shrapnel back; when he fired 
a shell, a shell whistled back. After 
luncheon he. illustrated his story, and 
indeed the Germans seemed to be in 
a. joking mood. 
He fired a shrapnel 


and a shell in turn; a. few minutes 
later a shrapnel and a shell whistled 
back over our heads. 


I asked for the commandant, and 


expected to find him also in one of the

cherries, are preferred by the Robins 
to cultivated fruit.

The farmer is the paymaster of 


industry and as such he must meet 
the nation's payroll. 
When industry 


pays its bill it must make a sight 
draft upon agriculture for the amount, 
which the farmer is compelled to 
honor without protest 
This check 


drawn upon agriculture may travel to 
and fro over the highways of com- 
merce; may build cities; girdle the 
globe with bands of steel; may search 
hidden treasures in the earth or 
traverse the skies, but in the end it 
will rest upon the soil. No dollar 
will remain suspended in midair; it is 
as certain to seek the earth's surface 
as an apple that falls from a tree. 


When a farmer buys a plowf he pays 


the. man who mined the metal, the 
woodman who felled the tree, the 
manufacturer who assembled the raw 
material and shaped it into an ar- 
ticle of usefulness, the railroad that 
transported it and the dealer who 
sold him the goods. 
He pays the 


wages of labor and capital employed 
in the transaction as well as pays 
for the tools, machinery, buildings, 
'etc., used in the construction of the 
commodity and the same applies to 
all articles of use and diet of him- 
self and those engaged in the sub- 
sidiary lines of industry. 


There is no payroll In civilization 


that does not rest upon the back 
of the farmer. He must pay the bills 
—all of them. 


The total value of the nation's 


annual agricultural products is around 
§12,000,000,000, and it is safe to esti- 
mate that 95 cents ,on every dpllar 
goes to meeting the expenses of sub- 
sidiary industries. 
The farmer does 


not work mofe than thirty minutes 
per day for himself; the remaining 
thirteen hours bf the day's toil he 
devotes to meeting the payroll of the 
hired hands of agriculture, such as 
the manufacturer, railroad, commer- 
cial and other servants. 


The Farmer's Payroll and How He 


Meets It. 


The annual payroll of agriculture 


approximates $12,000,000,000. A por- 
tion of the amount is shifted to for- 
eign countries in exports, but the 
total payroll of industries working for 
the farmer divides substantially as 


'follows: 
Railroads, 
$1,252,000,000; 


manufacturers, $4,365,000,000; mining, 
.$655,000,000; 
banks, 
$200,000,000; 


mercantile $3,500,000,000, and a heavy- 
miscellaneous payroll constitutes the 
remainder. ~ 


It takes the corn crop, the most 


valuable in agriculture, which .sola 
last year for $1,692,000,000, to pay off 
the employes of the railroads; the 
money derived from our annual sales 
of livestock of approximately $2,000,- 
000,000, the yearly cotton crop, valued 
at

oat crop, that is worth §440,000,000,

When the farmer pays off fc is help 


he has very little left and to meet 
these tremendous payrolls he has 
been forced to mortgage homes, work 
women in the field and increase the 
hours of his labor. 
We are, there- 


fore, compelled to call upon all in- 
dustries dependent upon the farmers 
for subsistence' to retrench in their 
'expenditures and to cut off all un- 
necessary expenses. 
This course is 


absolutely necessary in order to avoid 
a reduction in wages, and we want, 
if possible, to retain the present wage 
scale paid railroad and all other in- 
dustrial employes. 


We • will devote this article to a 


discussion of unnecessary expenses 
and whether required by law or per- 
mitted by the managements of the 
concerns, is wholly immaterial. 
We 


want all waste' labor and extrava-

gance, of whatever character, cut out.

We will mention the full crew bill as

Illustrating the character of unneces- 
sary expenses to which we refer. 


* Union Opposes "Full Crew" Bill. 
The Texas Farmers' Union regis- 


tered its opposition to this character 
of legislation at the last annual meet- 
ing, held in Fort Worth, Tex., August 
i, 1914, by resolution, which we quote, 
as follows: 


"The matter of prime importance 


to the farmers of this state is an ade- 
quate and efficient marketing system; 
and we recognize that such a system 
is impossible without adequAe rail- 
road facilities, embracing the greatest 
amount of service at the least pos- 
sible cost We further recognize that 
the farmers and producers in the end 
pay approximately 95 per cent of the 
expenses of operating the railroads, 
and it is therefore to the interest of 
the producers that the expenses of 
the common carriers be as small as 
is possible, consistent with good ser- 
vice and safety. We, therefore, call 
upon otir law-makers, courts and 
juries to bear the foregoing facts in 
mind when dealing with the common 
carriers of this state, and we do espe- 
cially 
reaffirm the declarations of 


the last annual convention of our 
State Union, opposing the passage of 
the so-called 'full-crew' bill before 
the thirty-third legislature of Texas." 


The farmers of Missouri in the last 


election, by an overwhelming ma- 
jority, swept this law off the statute 
book of that state, and "it should 
come 'off of all statute books where 
it appears and no legislature of this 
nation should pass such a law or 
similar-legislation Avhich requires un- 
necessary expenditures. 


The same rule applies to all regu- 


latory measures which increase the 
expenses of industry without giving 
corresponding benefits to the public 
There is ofttiines a body of men as- 
sembled at legislatures—and 
they 


have a. right to be there—who, in 
their zeal for rendering their fellow- 
associates a service, sometimes favor 
an increase in the expenses of in- 
dustry without due regard for the men 
who bow their backs to the summer's 
sun to meet the payroll, but these 
.committees, while n»aking a record 
for themselves, rub the skin off the 
shoulders of the farmer by urging the 
legislature to lay another burden 
upon his heavy load and under the 
lash of "be it enacted" goad him on 
to pull and surge at the traces of civil- 
ization, no matter how he may sweat, 
foam- and gall at the" task. When 
legislatures "cut a melon" for labor 
they hand the farmer a lemon. 


The farmers of the United States 


are not financially able to carry "dead 
heads" on their payrolls. 
Our own 


hired hands are not paid unless we 
have something for them to do and 
we are not willing to carry the hired 
help . of dependent industries unless 
there is work for them. 
We must 


therefore insist upon the most rigid 
economy. 


scures the substance. A searcmng 
irestigation into the needs of the 
farmers will reveal many inherent de- | 
tects in our economic system that^can 
Je easily remedied when properly un- 
derstood and illuminated by the pow- 


of the press. 


The rural press, the pulpit and the 


school are a trinity of powerful in- 
fluences that the farmer must utilize 
to their fullest capacity before he can 
occupy a commanding position in pub- 
lic affairs. These gigantic agencies are 
organized in every rural community 
and only await the patronage and co- 
operation of the farmers to fully de- 
velop their energy and usefulness. 
They are local forces working for 
the best interests of their respective 
communities. Their work is to build 
and their object is to serve. They 
prosper only through t^he development 
and prosperity of the community. 


Every farmer in this state should 


subscribe for the local paper, as well 
as farm periodicals and such other 
publications as he may find profitable. 
but he should by all means subscribe 
for his local paper, and no home 
should be without it. The local paper 
is part of the community life and the 
editor understands the farmer's prob- 
lems. It is the local press that will 
study the local problems and through 
its columns deal with subjects of most 
Vital importance to local life of the 
community.

In too many instances the country 


papers mimic the city press by giv 
ing prominence to scandals, accidents 
and political agitation. 
The new 


rural civilization has placed upon the 
rural press renewed responsibilities, 
and enlarged possibilities for .useful- 
ness. It cannot perform its mission 
to agriculture by recording the frafl- 
ties, the mishaps and inordinate am- 
bitions of humanity, or by filling its 
columns with the echoes of the strug- 
gles of busy streets, or by enchanting 
stories of city life which lure our 
children from the farm.

Atlanta, Ga.—David Esaacson, bowed 
by age and troubles, poor as a church 
mouse, inventor, alchemist, dreamer, 
sv/lndler, on his way to the federal 
prison here, boarded the steamship 
City of Columbus at her pier in New 
York 
city. 
Searching out 
Captain 
Dleliil of the steamer. Esaacson an­ 
nounced himself as a United States of- 
licor, charged with taking a prisoner 
to Atlanta. 
“And where is the prisoner?” asked 
Captain Diehl. 
"1Í am the i^risoner,” Esaacson re­ 
plied to the astonished captain. 
*‘I 
am at once prisoner on parole and my 
o\vii guard, for I have given iny word 
thait I will deliver myself.” 
Esaacson, sixty years old, was con­ 
victed in the federal court in New 
York city of having used the United 
States mails to swindle many persons 
through a manufacturing company, of 
which he was president. 
Esaacson 
waii sentenced to Imprisonment of a 
year and a day in the federal prison 
hei e and to pay a fíne of $200. 
Paasengers Ignorant. 
Uot knowing who he was, Esaac- 
son’s fellow passengers were delighted 
with him; his conversation proved him 
a man of the world; the seascapes he 
painted delighted the other voyagers. 
Landing at Savannah, Esaacson* dal­ 
lied there a day or two, then came 
hero and relieved himself of his duty 
as a deputy United States marshal; he 
delivered himself to the warden of the 
jail. Esaacson said: 
“Marshal McCarthy is one of the 
best of God’s noblemen. 
He said to 
me: 'Esaacson, I am going to let you 
take yourself to Atlanta, not because 
I am partial to you—for I would do 
this for any man in whom I had con- 
lidence—but because your case has 
appealed very strongly to me.' 
Such 
kindness from a man accustomed to 
handling prisoners penetrated the very 
core of my being.” 
Esaacson claims to have rediscov­

Fortunately, the head 
and shoulders of-the little one were not 
immersed. The burns were of such a na- 
ture that the skin came off at several parts 
of the body, while Dr. Leh, of Hampton, 
states that he lanced no less than 20 large 
blisters about the body on Friday morn- 
ing.

Heavy Wood Best Fuel. 


Equal weights of dry, nonresinous 


wood are said to have practically tue 
same heat regardless of species, and 
as a consequence it can be stated as 
a general proposition that the heav- 
ier the wood the more heat to the 
cord. 
Weight for weight, however, 


there is very little difference between 
various species; the average heat for 
all that have been calculated is 4,600 
calories, or heat units, per kilogram. 
A kilogram of resin will develop 9,400 
heat units, or about tw ice the average 
for wood. As a consequence, resinous 
woods have a greater heat value per 
pound than nonresinous woods, and 
this increased value varies, of course, 
with the resin content.

La Bassee, in northern France. 


la this fighting the Canadian con 


tingent figured conspicuously, sustain- 
ing some losses, but inflicting heavier 
loss to their German foes, unofficial 
reports sa>. The French tell of the 
destruction of German trenches along 
the Aisne. The allied armies will be 
largely reinforced with new troops in 
the next fortnight. 


Near Arras, Paris advices say, Ger- 


man artillery destroyed the belLry of 
the Catholic church at Fonquevillers, 
because tiie Germans thought it was 
being used as an observation post by 
the French. 


The 
determined German effort to 


break through the French lines in the 
Argonne and get within striking dis- 
tance of the fortress of Verdun, which 
resulted in a French reverse on Fri- 
day, seems to have come to a halt. 


Three separate attacks were made 


Saturday by the Germans in the wood 
of La Grurie, near Fountaine Madame, 
on the new position which the French 
established 200 yards 
behind their 


former trenches. These new attacks 
were all repulsed, according to the 
French official statement, a fact that 
indicates that the French troops have 
been able to organize thoroughly the 
new positions in readiness for new 
German assaults. 


The 
British ^ successes near La 


Bassee, mentioned on Saturday, con- 
tinued until tlie Germans were driven 
from the last of the trenches pre- 
viously taken from the British. 


The 
Frencl flatly contradict the 


German assertion of the occupation 
of the village of Angomont, .near Ba- 
donviller. 


INNOCENT MAN HANGED. 


Sharp Fighting In North. 


The French war office in Paris gave 


out a nofficial report as follows: 


"The day of Jan. 31 was marked, as 


had been Jan. 30, by artillery fighting 
which was particularly spirited in all 
the northern region. 


"To the southeast of Ypres the Ger- 


mans tried to attack our trenches to 
the north of the canal, but this move- 
ment was immediately checked by the 
combined fire of our artillery and in- 
fantry. 


"Along the entire Aisne front, from 


the junction of this river with the 
Oise, as far as Berry-au-Bac, our bat- 
teries were successful at points in de- 
molishing trenches in course of con- 
struction, as well as shelves for ma- 
chine guns, and in silencing several 
mine throwers as well as certain ar- 
tillery detachments of the enemy. 


"In Champagne, to the northeast of 


Mesnil-Les-Hurlus, we perfected out 
organization in a little forest which 
we took possession of the day before, 


"Jan. 31 was relatively calm in tho 


Argonne, where the Germans seem 
to have suffered heavily in the recent 
fighting. 


"Tliere is nothing of interest to re- 


port from the fronts in the Woevre 
district, in Lorraine and in the Vosges 
region."

was beaten to death in 1891, and Paint- 
er was arrested nine months later. 
After two years of fighting the prison- 
er was convicted and executed. 
On 


the scaffold he said: 


"If I killed Alice Martin, the girl I 


dearly loved, the woman I loved so 
niuch that I v.'ould almost commit any 
crime for her, 1 pray this minute, my 
last minute on earth, that the eternal 
God will put me into eternal hell." 


The condemned man raised his voice 


and continued: 


"Look here, gentlemeu, if there Is 


one man among you who is an Ameri- 
can I say to him on his soul—on his 
soul, I say—see that the murderer of 
Alice Martin is found." 


The scaffold prayer was delivered by 


the Rev. A. P. Moerdyke, who said: 


"May he whom so many believe in- 


nocent of this crime join thee in ever- 
lasting life for the sake, O Lord, of 
thy sou Jesus Christ, our Lord."

TURNS OUT TO 
GOLD IN STREETS 


Great Excitement Until Metal 


Proves to-Be iron Pyrites. 


Sumner, Wash.—Excitement prevail- 


ed in Sumner following the news of u 
"gold" strike made on Main street by 
Frank Kelly, an ex-Alaskan miner of 
nine years" experience. 
For several 


hours forty men and boys panned the 
mud in th<; gutter and proudly exhib- 
iter the "dust" 
Kelly staked out a 


twenty acre mining claim, including 
the heart of the city, and two hours 
later the claim was jumped by Jesse 
Childs. The local druggist, Bill Nay- 
smith, who made .a hasty nitric acid 
test of the glittering metal, pronounced 
it pure gold. 


Kelly was sweeping-the sidewalk in. 


front of the Kelly & Darr grocery on 
Main street when he saw bright specks 
the size of pin heads in the mud in the 
gutter. He hastily got a pie tin and 
panned some of the mud containing 
half a spoonful of the dust. Taking it 
to Naysmith, he was assured after an 
acid examination it was real gold. 


Kelly then obtained a government 


mining claim blank and filled it out. 
The claim was named the D. & K. 
claim. 
The location was the regular 


twenty acres • allowed by the govern- 
ment. The filed claim sheet was nail- 
ed to a two foot board that was placed 
upright between two bricks at the 
edge of the street. 


By this time, however, the report of 


the strike had gone out, and as Kelly 
went to mark the four corners of his 
claim others began to appear with 
pans of all descriptions. 


Brooms, shovels and all kinds of im- 


plements for collecting a pile of the 
valuable dirt were pressed into serv- 
ice. Tom Frye and several others ran 
to the five house and brought out the 
fire hose. When this was turned on to 
sluice the street a number of the slow- 
er miners got a bath. Frye obtained a 
bottleful of the "gold" mixed with the 
black sand and boasted that it con- 
tained at least $500 worth. 


By 2 o'clock the street had been 


swept as clean as a billiard table, the 
first time it has been washed clean 
since it was laid, it was said. 


The metsl was pronounced to be 


pyrites of iron, or "fool's gold," by 
Streeter Beall of Fuyallup after micro- 
scopic and heated nitric acid tests.' It 
was admitted by all. however, that it 
looked to be real gold, and being found 
iu black sand was an added indication 
In its favor. The sand that fell on the 
streets was from gravel and sand wag- 
ons hauling it from a gravel bank near 
the Stuck river.
